much Spirit as our Forefathers fought: Let me be 
allow’d to forget that I am an Individual, and en- 
geav ur to fpeak with the Voice of the Common- 
Wealth. - : 

Ji there is any Spark of our antient Virtue re- 
maining, I fhall not only find Indulgence, but-com- 
thand Attention: Ido not ftand forth to urge any 
Intereft of my own; inall I have to fay, every 
Englifoman is as much concern’d as myflf. The 
Crifis affe@ts all alike, and if all were but awaken’d 
to the fame Senfe of it, what is now, with fo 
much Reafon, our Terror, might poffibly be made 
the Means of our Prefervation. 

Salus Populi feprema Lex, is not only a trite and 
true Maxim, but~the very Balis of all juft Go- 
vernment: Ina moft particuiar Manner it is the 
Rafis, nay the only Bafis of our prefent happy 
Eftablifhment. Whatever might be the Fad?, we 
all know the Pretence of the Revolution, was to re- 
drefs. the Grievances of the Deliver’d, and not to 
gratify tie Ambition of the Deliverer: And when 
the 4 of Settlement took Place, the only Com- 
pliment thereby made to the Houfe’ of Hanover, 
was, the National Belief, that under thole Princes, 
only, our Liberties could be fafe. 

As, therefore, it was not tor the Sake of one 
Man, or one Family, but the whale People, that 
this Transfer was made of the Crown of England, 
it is demonftrably our Right, it is indifpenfably our 
Duty, to fee that the Conditions are fulfilled ; and 
to infift, that our own Act and Deed thould ope- 
rate to our own Ufe and Advantage; as it is not 
to be queftion’d, but his prefent moft gracious Ma- 
jelty believes it does, and intends it fhould. 

Let it be remember’d, on our Side, thatthe faid 
Act of Settlement was an A& of Grace that the 
Houfe of Hanover had neither Services to urge 
by way of Plea for fuch a magnificent Boon, nor 
Power to exact it: And not only fo, but that 
we made, of our own Accord, feveral large A- 
batements in the original Terms on which they 
were to receive and enjoy it: Nay more; that 
fince the Acceffion, we have fcarce deny’d any one 
Thing which hath been ask’d of us; Laws, Men, 
Money, in whatever Proportion, or of whatever 
Kind: Had the two Princes of this Houfe been 
Lords of the Soil, inftead of Stewards for the Peo- 
ple, they could not have levy'’d larger Fines, or 
received a more unreferv’d Homage, On a Prin- 
ciple of Gratitude, therefore, as we'!l as Juftice, 
every A&t of State, or Meafure of Government, 
oucht to be calculated, purely and fimply, for the 
Goon of the PeoPre. 

; Unluckily, the venerable Maxim before quoted, 
is fubject to a Minifterial, as well as a Popular 
Interpretation ; and hath often been made the Pre- 
tence for fquandering the Subftance, and fuperfed- 
ing all the Rights and Privileges of the Common- 
wealth. For our Goop we have been /aaded with 
Taxes and Excifes; for our Goop we have been 


have been bridled with Standing. Armies; for our 
Goon’ the piblic Debts ate like wo be made perpe- 





came te the Knowledge, at 


tual; for our Goop we have been the Budbles 
of every State in Europe; for our Goon both the 
Purfe and Sword have been left at the Diferetion of 
the Prince: and for our Goon we have been de- 
priv’d of the Benefit of the £abeas-Corpys Ad, 
which is the fole Fence of the Subject againft the 
Power of the Crown. 

Thus our own Artillery hath been turn’d upon 
us, and the very Principle upon which we grounded 
our Prefervation, hath been made the Means of our 
Undoing. 

What a wretched Situation muft that Country 
be in, which hath Reafon to confider its own Mi- 
nifters as Enemies, and which cannot guard againft 
Dangers from abroad, without running the Rifque 
of being enflav’d at home: And yet fo oddly have 
we been circumftanc’d, that in flying from ima- 
ginary Mifchiefs, we have feldom or never fail’d to 
rufh upon real ones ? 

We are, at this Inftant, allarm’d with the old m1- 
nifterial Cry, of France and the Pretender ; of Armies 
and Tran{ports, incog, at Dunkirk; of invincible 
Armadas from Breft, of difaffeéted Perfons among 
ourielves, €%c. in confequence of which a Pannic 
hath feiz’d upon the C——t, the P y-Beacons 
have ‘een fir’d, double Care hath been taken of 
the Tower, and all our Land Forces, except “I'wo 
or Three Regiments, have been moft politicly or- 
der’d up into the Neighbourhsod of this Capital, 
by way of providing, no doubt, for the Sccurity 
of our Coa/s, 

Now thefe dreadful Tidings are either true or 
falfe. If true; how will our all-fufficient Statef- 





‘man excufe himfelf for having treated France as a 


contemptible Power, from which fo little was to be 
fear’, that we had nothing to do, but to draw the 
Sword, and carve out its Dominions into what Shreds 
and Fritters we pleas’d? Where was the Jntellizence 
which ought to be the Fruit of all thofe mighty 
Sums which are faid to be annually expended in /e- 
cret Service? How can he keep himfelf in Coun- 
tenance for having embroil’d us ‘in his rafh and ri- 
diculous Meafures abroad, and thereby drawn upon 
us this fhocking Infult at home? And what Hope 
can he entertain of conquering other Nations, when 
he betrays fuch Apprehenfions for, and Jealoufies 
of, our own? 

If falfe, what infinite Reafon have we either to 
defpife or diftruft his Condu&, beyond Meafure ? 
To defpife it, if he has play’d the Bully, when 
con{fcious he was a Coward ; if he has taken Wind- 
mills for Ships, Flocks of Sheep for Armies, and 
featter'd Terrors thro’ the Kingdom, which have 
no better Foundation than his own diftemper’d 
Dreams? And to diffru/f it, if he hath propagated 
an Account of Dangers which he Anows have no 
Exiftence ; if he hath ftigmatiz’d the People with a 
Brand which he knows they do not deferve, and 
grafps at Powers, which he Anows the public Ne- 
ceflities do not call for. 

But in dutiful Deference to the great Authority, 
which hath been us’d upon this Occafion, I will 
not here prefume, but that every Tittle of the Ad- 
vice, we have been favour’d with, was then believ'd 
to be indifputable Matter of Faéct. 

That the French were able to put a formidable 
Squadron of Ships to Sea, is now felf-evident : 


that till the very Inftant, almoft, of their Sailing, 
hamftrung with penal Laws; for our Goon we | 


we were ignorant alike of their Strength and their 
Preparations, feems to be highl pr le» that we

believe nobody makes any doubt: Uhat we were 


‘in no Condition to receive them, in Cale they 


had made avy immediate Attempt upon us, will 
likewife admit of Demonilration: And conle- 
quently we were indeed expos’d to a Danzers 
which was the more furprizing, becaule fo hide 
fulpected. 

But how came we to be at once fo ungetatded 
and fo fecure?, We knew we had provod'd Frances 
tho’ we had not been able to Aurt her: And the 
Attair of Dettingen might have convine’d us, that 
fhe would not ftand upon Ceremon::s when Revenze 
was in her Power. 

If, therefore, we have Reafon to be alarm'd, 
if there is a Neceflity to ftrengthen the Hands ot 
the Government, it iS nececellary alfo to enquire 
how we came to ke fo expos'd, and at whole 
Door the Fault ought to be lay’d. Nor is it of 
more Confequence to the prefent Aappy Ettablifh 
ment to provide againft the Deligns of its Encanes, 
than to detect the Blunders, Neglectsy and, per- 
haps, Treacheries of its Servants, 

But granting we had Reafon to expeé? an Invafion, 
I can’t fee what Reafon we had to fear it. I res 
member in the annual Debate on the Standing Ar- 
my, the ftanding ‘Topic of thofe in Power, to thew 
the Neceflity of it, was the Poflibility of a fudden 
Attempt of that Nature, and the Impoffibility of 


repulfing an Enemy, without the Aflittance of 


difciplin’d Troops ; Seventeen theufand odd hun- 
dred Men, were then held fufficient for that Pur« 


pofe; or otherwife it is plain, we were impos'd> 


upon: And thele Troops were kept up for fome 
other Purpofe, which would not bear an Acknow- 


: ledgment. 


But, inftead of feventeen thoufand, we haye 
ftill between twenty and thirty thoufard at Jdome 
on the Brityh Eftablifhment ; we have a Li‘t ot 
Men of War that feems to fet the Maritime borce 
of all Europe at Defiance 5 his Majefty has all the 
Powers over the Minirira, which our Forefathers 
were fo extiemely jealous of, and once actually 
wiclted out of the Hands of the Crown; the 
two Houfes are both fitting, and both moft loyally 
difpos’d to make a Sacrifice of their Lrves and For- 
tunes in his Service; the City of London makes a 
Declaration to the fame Purpole ; and, no doubt, 
the Example will be follow’d by all the Corpora- 
tions, great and fmall, thro’ the Nation, 

I fay, again, therefore, what Reafon was there 
to fear an Invafion? Ys not this whole Kingdon 
able to defend itielf againft fuch a Handful ot Ine 
waders, as a Dozen or Two of wretched ‘lrant- 
ports can waft over? Can we not be preferv'd 
without the Help of fix thoufund Foreigners ? It 
not, why do we undertake the Protection of Hun- 
gary and Sardinia? And if more Forces are {till 
wanting, why do we not recall oUR OWN? Self- 
Preferyation is the firft Law of Nature as well as 
Policy, and none but a Lunatic would part with 
the Sword, which was neceflary for his own Defence, 

But Di/affection---¥or fhame! Where is it to be 
found? We fee the Executive and Legiflative Power 
fo clofely united, that one Spirit feems to animate 
both: And for the Body of 
their own Addrefles anfwer for them, :
